Base shuttle expands hours

The base shuttle bus has expanded its
hoursor operationin order to better meet the
needs of the community. The new hours of
operation arefrom 6 am. —10 p.m. on Mon-
day through Thursday. Hoursof operation
for Friday are from 6 am. —midnight.

The expanded hoursfor theservicearea
result of increased ridership, aswell astomeet
the needsof therider’ sschedules, said Bubba
Eubank, PublicWorksTransportationDirec-

tor. “We'renow averaging anywherefrom
550t0 650 peopleper week,” hesaid.

It didn’t start out that way, though, pri-
marily because word had to get out to the
community so peoplewoul dknow aboutthe
service. Theshuttle service began Novem-
ber 1, and each week of operation has seen
anincreaseof ridership. Reasonsfor riding
variesfrom peopleusing the shuttlefor go-
ingtowork, doing their shopping at theNEX

saw units deployed to Rota, Souda Bay,
Sigonella, Naples, St. Mawgans, and Camp

David from Port Hueneme, California. Soon
after their arrival in Rotathe battalion was
tasked to send a150-man detachment to Al-
baniain support of Operation Allied Harbor
aspart of Joint Task Force*“ Shining Hope”.
There the battalion repaired treacherous
mountainroadsin preparation for apossible
ground assault into K osovo.

Last month the
Spanish Permanent Committeein Madrid again deni ed thisreguest.

Remember that you can still donate your timeand tal ents, just not your
tax-freetreasures.

The Navy College Program
(NCP) athree-phased program that
began October 1 to assist withthe
educational goalsand objectivesof
Sailors. Duringthefirst phase(Oct.
1- Dec. 31, 1999), the Navy Cam-
pus offices were renamed Navy
College Officesand will be staffed
with additional academic advisors.

To expand the availability of
informationon NCPand academic
advice, anew Navy College Center
in Pensacola, Fla., was established
to provide Sailors easy access to
information about the NCP. The
center, manned by educational
counselors seven daysaweek, 15
hoursaday, isaccessiblethrough
e-mail, a 1-800 number, DSN ac-
cessandthroughtheNCPwebssite.
As of Nov. 17, the web site had
logged morethan 36,000 hits.

Also, beginning Oct. 1, every
Sailor graduating from Boot Camp
andevaluated“A” schoolsand“C”
schools, arebeing givenasummary
transcript showing the American
Council on Education’s(ACE) rec-
ommendation for academic credit.
Boot Camp graduatesreceivethree
college credits towards physical

education credit. Currently 89 per-
centof Navy initial training and 36
percent of follow on training has
been evaluated by A CE for recom-
mended credit, withtheplanto have
100 percent of initial training and
76 percent of follow on training
evaluated by Oct. 1,2000.

“The majority of the calls re-
ceived at the Navy College Center
from Sailors by far have been re-
quests for copies of the SMART,”
explains Capt. Mary McAdams,
Commanding Officer of the Naval
Education Training Professional
Developmentand
Technology Center (NETPDTC).
“QOur academic advisorsat the

Navy College Center have been
extremely busy answering Sailors’
questionsand responding to their
requests received via the 1-800
number, fax and email.”

Asof Nov. 17, counselorsat the
Navy College Center in Pensacola
had responded to more than 3,800
requestsfor the SMART.

“The Navy College Program
will begeared towardthereality of
life at sea, and we will use the
Internetto provide Sailorswithon-
line access to their college tran-
script,” explainsCNO.

Also during this phase of the
program, using Service Members
Opportunity Colleges-Navy
(SOCNAV) asthefoundation, part-
nershipswith collegesand univer-
sitieswill beestablishedtodevelop
rating-specific degree options so
that theseinstitutionswill accept, to
the maximum extent possible, col-
lege credit for Navy training and
experience. Thiswill enhancethe
current network of 85 collegesand
universitiessupporting Navy edu-
cation programs.

Additionally, thegoal of thenew
NCP partnershipswill beto smplify
acceptance, enrollment, residency
requirementsand theacceptance of
collegecredittransferred fromother
academicinstitutions. The new edu-

The1999 Tax season isquickly approach-
ingand Naval Legal ServiceOffice, Det Rota,
will again host thelncome Tax Center (ITC).
TheITC coordinatesthedelivery of freein-
come tax preparation and electronic filing
(ELF) servicestoall activeduty personnel and
their families, and DOD and civilian employ-
ees. Last year thel TC assisted over 80% of
theactiveduty population and saved Sailors
$162,000 in preparation feeswhile obtaining
$2,144,395inrefunds, earning the IRS Ser-
viceAward for Excellenceln Tax Assistance.
ThelTCisasignificant quality of lifeissue
for Sailorsand their families.

Vital tothe successof thel TC are Volunteer
Income Tax Assistors (VITA's). The IRS
started the VITA program and the Navy
adopted it to assist peoplein preparing their

tax returns. ThelRSand I TC personnel will
train VITA'sin federal incometax prepara-
tion. TheITC usesTaxWise (acommercial
tax preparation software program) to prepare
taxes. Thel TCwill trainVITA’sontheuse
of TaxWise aswell. Thisyear theVITA train-
ing will be held January 10-14, and 27-28,
2000.

“TheNavy CollegeProgramwill simplify
and enhance opportunitiesfor Sailorsto pur-
sueacollegedegreewherever their Navy ca-
reer takesthem, andit will continually remind
themthat they’ re earning college credit while
they continue to serve,” explained VADM
Craine.

The CNO added that personal develop-
ment begetsprofessional development.

paign, NMCB 3wastasked to deploy to
Kosovoto providecontingency construc-
tion support totheU.S. Army, Task Force
Falconaspart of Operation “ Joint Guard-
ian”. Deploying out of Rota, these Seabees
linked up with their brethren already
deployed to Albania, bringing the Seabees
strengthin Kosovoto nearly 380 strong.
Deploying such alarge portion of the
Battalion to Kosovo required pulling people
from Rotaaswell asthe other European
Det sites, which had animpact on the
amount of work the Battalion could
perform. To help offset this, 79 Presidential
Selective Re-callswere mobilized and sent
toNMCB 3inAugust. They werethen

distributedtomost of thesitesthebattalion
supported and providedinval uableleader-
ship and construction experience.

Despitethelower than normal number
of Seabeesthat remainedin Rota, NMCB 3
accomplished thefollowing projectson
base: the Fuels Maintenance Storage
Facility; waterlineupgradesal ong Enriquez
Avenue near the Weapons Department and
NSGA,; constructed thefirst 50% of the
Small ArmsRange, constructed the
foundation and concreteslab for the MWR
Weight Room Addition; clean-up and
grading of local beaches, drainageimprove-
ments al ong Weapons Road, and road
improvements near therunway and
perimeter roads.

Under
Greek rulethey had been allowed
topracticetheirreligionuntil the
death of Alexander the Great.

Then anew king named
Antiochus|V cameto power and
demanded that all Jewsadopt the
Greek religionof animal sacrifice
and multiplegodsor be put to
death.

The Jewish community was
small compared to the armies of
Antiochusand found it difficult to
resist. Many Jewschosedeath
instead of giving up their freedom.

Eventually, amilitary leader
named Judah Maccabee (Judah the
Hammer) led asmall group of
Jewish soldierstovictory over the
vast forcesof theking. However,

they returned to Judeatofind their
templehad been desecrated.
Legend saysthat Greek soldiers
had used it to house livestock.

After cleaning thetemple, the
priestswanted to rededicateit by
lightingthetemple’ slamp, but
only enough oil could befoundto
last for oneday. Whenitlasted
for eight days, itwashailed asa
great miracle.

Although Chanukah com-
memoratesamilitary victory, the
holiday isreally about the
celebration of miracles, suchas
the miracle of oil and the miracle
of afew peopletriumphing over
tremendousoddsto maintaintheir
righttopracticetheir religious
beliefs, free from persecution.
